Escaped Prisoner Still at Large. 

William Knox, a white man, convic- 
ted at the June term of the Bourbon 
Ci-cuit Court and sentenced to ser»e 
five years in the county jail at hard 
labor, took a desperate chance at 
the city rock quarry in East Pari3 
Wednesday morning where he wa3 be- 
ing worked, made a dash for liberty, 
and up to this time has not been ap- 
prehended. 

Knox was one of the thirteen pris- 
oners in charge of Cooper Davis, that 
had been assigned to daily work in the 
county workhouse. He awaited a fa- 
vorable opportunity and had secured a 
goou start when Mr. Davis drew his 
rifle to shoot the fleeing man who kept 
in range of some people ahead of him, 
which kept the officer from shooting. 
Knox escaped through the yard and 
farm of Dan Isgrigg and was soon out 
of sight. , i 

Jailer Farris was immediately noti- 
fied, and with Patrolman Fred Link, 
instituted a search for the escaped 
prisoner. Finding no clue as to the 
way taken by the fleeing man in mak- 
ing his exit from the city officers about 
noon drove to the farm of A. J. Aus- 
tin, on the Bethlehem pike, where 
as a hired hand, Knox had worked and 
lived with the family of James Ryan, 
a tenant on the Austin farm. 

Knox was seen lying on the grass 
near the Ryan home and when com- 
manded to throw up his hands made a 
dash for liberty, Jailer Farris empty- 
ing his revolver at the fleeing man. 
Patrolman Link, who had gone around 
to the rear of the house^ also fired 
with a lung range rifle at Knox, as the 
latter, running like a deer, crossed the 
road and entered a woodland on the 
Penn farm. 

When convicted and locked up in jail 
Knox was heard to declare that he 
would never serve out his sentence, 
and becoming ill under peculiar cir- 
cumstances it was thought he had at- 
tempted suicide. ^ 

Ada See. a seventeen-year-old girl, 
who was the chief prosecuting witness 
against Knox has been sent to the Re- 
form School. 

Knox is about 24 years old, is 5 
feet 9 inches tall, had on a yellow 
shirt, pair of overalls, slouch hat; has 
high cheek bones and black hair.

Those who have watch- 
ed her marvelous progress have dec ar- 
ed that under the circumstances it is 
fully as remarkable as that of Helen 
Keller. At the age of five the cfcil 1 
emeged from an attack of meningit s 
totally. blind and deaf; even her vocal 
cord were afflicted, and she speaks 
thickly and with difficulty. For three 
years she received practically no in- 
struction. Then she was encouraged 
to invent a system |of lip reading of 
her own. Step oy step she added to 
her supply of knowledge, until now 
she is not far behind the average girl 
of .her age. .Governor Willson, of Ken- 
tucky, became interested in her ca- 
reer. He signed a bill which made 
her a ward of the commonwealth of 
Ker.tucky. She has been placed in 
charge of a special teacher. 

Water Spout in Nicholas. 

Nicholas county was swept by a 
waterspout Tuesday, which, added 
thousands of dollars to the havoc 
wrought by the storm of last Thurs- 
day night. All streams were again out 
of their banks and bottom land all 
flooded. In the extreme East end of 
Carlisle a number of houses were com- 
pletely surrounded by the waters of 
Brushy Fork creek, and much damage 
was done.
